Season  Wrap-up 


The  2000-2001  Fighting  Scots  women's  basketball  team 
finished  the  season  with  a  10-12  record  and  were  8-8  overall. 
Monmouth  had  problems  throughout  the  year  mixing  the 
young  and  old  players.  The  Fighting  Scots  welcomed  in  five 
everyday  contributors  to  mix  with  Melissa  Jones,  Amber 
Kuhrts,  Sara  Larkin,  and  Erin  Fink.  Transfers  Tracky  Nelson 
and  Carrie  Yerkey  came  off  the  bench  most  of  the  season  to 
spell  Kuhrts  and  Jones.  Nelson  grabbed  a  school  record  1  7 
rebounds  versus  Grinncll  in  a  big  Midwest  Conference  win. 
"I  came  into  a  good  situation  in  tenns  of  getting  to  know  the 
system  and  contributing  right  away.  It  should  pay  off  down 
the  road,"  stated  Nelson  shortly  after  the  season  finale. 

Freshmen  Bccca  Cook,  Michelle  Flaar,  and  Kim  Olson 
also  contributed  well  coming  off  the  bench  as  well  as  gaining 
experience  in  the  starting  lineup.  Cook  averaged  6.2  points  a 
game  and  Flaar  pitched  in  5.8.  Led  behind  Jones'  14.4  and 
Kuhrts'  14.2  points  a  game  the  fighting  scots  swept  the 
Prairie  Fire  in  season  play  rolling  over  them  in  December  67- 
56  and  again  later  in  the  season  69-44.  Another  key  win  for 
the  Scots  came  on  Valentine's  Day  when  the  women  hosted 
and  sent  packing  the  Pioneers  of  Grinnell  73-62.  "It  was  a 
great  way  to  go  out.  To  finish  my  career  at  home  with  a  win 
in  the  Conference  was  unbelievable,"  commented  Sara 
Larkin.

While  most  students  go  to  Cancun  or  Panama  Beach,  14  students  from  Monmouth  College  went 
to  East  St.  Louis  to  do  volunteer  service  work.  Stacy  Stoldorf,  assistant  director  of  leadership  and 
involvement,  supervised  the  week  long  trip.  One  day  was  set  aside  for  fun  at  the  St.  Louis  Zoo  and 
Union  Station,  but  the  rest  of  the  week  was  work,  work,  and  more  work.  The  first  day  of  service 
began  at  the  Salvation  Army  cleaning  up  a  playground  for  the  local  children.  After  the  playground 
was  finished,  the  students  had  a  chance  to  play  football  and  get  to  know  the  children  in  the  neigh- 
borhood. 

The  second  day  of  the  trip  was  spend  at  the  Second  Chance  Homeless  Shelter.  This  is  a  shelter 
that  houses  only  intact  families.  The  students  spent  the  day  doing  tasks  such  as  boxing  up  donated 
goods  and  cleaning  toys  in  the  playroom.  Kerri  Adams,  who  was  in  charge  of  team  building  said, 
"We  did  a  lot  of  small  projects,  but  in  the  end  they  really  add  up  and  save  time  for  the  people  who 
work  at  the  shelter  to  do  more  important  things."  At  the  end  of  the  week,  the  students  worked 
with  a  program  called  Youth  Build.  Youth  Build  is  a  program  that  encourages  young  adults  who 
dropped  out  of  high  school  to  get  their  GED  and  to  learn  a  trade  skill  such  as  carpentry,  plumb- 
ing, or  electrical  work.  On  Thursday  of  the  trip,  the  Monmouth  College  students  assisted  the 
Youth  Build  students  in  finishing  some  final  details  on  a  home  that  they  had  remodeled.  And 
finally  on  Friday,  the  Monmouth  College  students  got  to  sit  in  on  a  classroom  discussion  with  the 
Youth  Build  Program.  Lindsey  Sandage.  the  student  who  managed  the  public  relations  for  the  trip 
said,  "This  was  the  best  trip.  I  learned  a  lot  about  different  cultures,  which  in  return  is  going  to 
make  me  a  better  person.  The  whole  trip  was  about  helping  someone  else  and  at  the  same  time, 
making  you  a  better  person.  That  is  something  I  could  never  get  out  of  going  to  the  beach  for 
spring  break."

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The  world  of  televised  religion  has  its  700  Club,  and  Giants'  superstar  Barry  Bonds  recent- 
ly joined  baseball's  500  Club  with  a  milestone  homer  into  San  Francisco  Bay. 
This  spring,  three  members  of  the  Fighting  Scots  have  formed  "The  .400  Club,"  and  their 
efforts  have  led  the  team  to  a  school  record  for  victories  and  a  berth  in  the  MWC 
Championships.  Junior  Jen  Witmer,  sophomore  Vanessa  Madison  and  freshman  Nicole 
Auclair  are  all  batted  over  .400  this  season.  Although  that  feat  is  more  common  in 
Division  III  softball  than  it  is  in  major  league  baseball--where  it  hasn't  been  done  since  Ted 
Williams  in  1941 --it's  still  a  rare  accomplishment  for  a  team  to  have  one  .400  hitter,  let 
alone  three.  In  MC's  26  softball  seasons,  1 1  players  have  hit  over  .400,  but  only  three  have 
turned  the  trick  since  1984-Julie  Puckett  (.564)  in  1995,  Beth  Stannke  (.405)  in  1996  and 
Jody  Schaill  (.404)  in  2000.  With  virtually  the  same  lineup  in  place  this  season  as  last,  have 
coach  Mike  "Ole"  Olson  and  his  staff  done  anything  special  to  improve  the  team  batting 
average  58  points  from  the  .274  mark  the  Scots  posted  in  2000?  He  told  the  team  to  be 
aggressive  and  not  be  afraid  to  strike  out.  The  Scots  hit  a  robust  .332  this  year.  "'We 
stressed  to  not  take  strike  three,  to  make  the  other  team  get  you  out."  Olson  also  adopted 
the  motto  "Speed  Kills,"  and  his  players  worked  on  getting  down  the  first  base  line  in 
under  three  seconds.  Surely,  some  of  this  year's  average  increases  have  come  from  beating 
out  infield  hits.  Finally,  said  the  first-year  softball  coach,  he's  simply  inherited  talented 
ballplayers.  "They're  a  bunch  of  good  hitters  with  a  lot  of  natural  ability."

And  a  particularly  poignant  address  at  baccalaureate 

this  year  was  presented  by  Rajkumar  Ambrose, 

associate  dean  of  the  faculty  &  professor  oj 

physics.  It  is  reprinted  here  in  its  entirety. 

The  Freshman  Seminar,  the  all  important  gateway  course  to  our  general  educa- 
tion program,  is  always  designed  around  a  theme.  I  wonder  how  many  of  you 
remember  the  theme  of  your  Freshman  Seminar.  I  believe  it  was  "Journey  and 
Quest."  Four  years  ago  most  of  you  made  an  important  joumey-you  moved  from 
a  high  school  to  a  college,  from  your  home  to  a  dormitory  room,  from  a  protected 
life  to  a  more  independent  life.  For  most  of  you,  it  was  a  new-found  freedom,  to 
do  whatever  you  wanted,  without  your  Mom  watching  over  your  shoulders  or  your 
Dad  asking  too  many  questions.  For  the 
first  time,  no  one  told  you  keep  your 
room  tidy-unless,  of  course,  you  hap- 
pened to  have  a  squeaky  clean  roommate! 
You  didn't  have  to  show  your  report  card 
to  your  parents,  you  could  party  all  night, 
and  sleep  through  lunch  time.  The  new 
freedom  was  exhilarating.  But,  you  also 
found  out  very  soon  that  freedom  has  a 
constant  companion,  called  responsibility. 

Tomorrow,  with  your  hard-earned 
diploma  in  hand,  you  will  be  starting 
another  journey  and  quest.  The  gradua- 
tion ceremony  is  appropriately  called 
commencement.  You  are  going  to  com- 
mence a  very  important  journey  tomor- 
row. As  you  embark  on  this  journey,  I 
want  to  suggest  to  you  a  simple  quest. 

Search  for  "beauty"  in  whatever  form  you  can  find  it.  The  famous  English  poet 
John  Keats  once  wrote:

A  thing  of  beauty  is  a  joy  forever;  Its  loveliness  increases;  it  will  never 
Pass  into  nothingness; 
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The  well-known  French  philosopher,  Simone  Weil,  reminds  us  that  there  is  a  spiritual  dimen- 
sion to  this  beauty.  The  physical  beauty  that  we  admire  can  elevate  our  spirits  and  make  us  aware 
that  there  is  a  higher  level  of  reality  which  we  normally  fail  to  comprehend.  Simone  Weil  writes, 
"Although  the  enjoyment  of  the  beauty  of  the  world  can  be  an  end  in  itself,  this  experience  can 
also  suggest  to  us  that  there  may  be  something  beyond  this  world  and  lead  us  to  ask  whether  there 
is."  She  continues,  "Beauty  enables  us  to  recognize  more  profoundly  that  what  we  seek  is  not  here 
but,  if  it  is  at  all,  is  beyond  the  universe.  'The  beauty  of  the  world,"  she  adds,  "...gently  points  us 
beyond  itself."  The  enjoyment  of  beauty  can  lift  us  to  a  higher  dimension  and  help  us  to  get  closer 
to  God,  the  creator  of  this  whole  universe. 

We  are  living  in  a  highly  technological  and  fast  changing  world  where  life  is  rather  hectic  and 
stressful.  It  becomes  all  the  more  important  that  you  take  time  off  periodically  to  sit  in  your  gar- 
den, to  go  to  a  park,  or  to  take  a  trip  to  Niagara  Falls  or  the  Grand  Canyon. 

Many  of  you,  I  am  sure,  are  familiar  with  the  poem  by  Robert  Frost,  "Stopping  by  Woods  on  a 
Snowy  Evening."  In  this  poem.  Frost  writes  about  a  rider  on  a  horse,  who  stops  by  the  woods  and 
admires  the  beauty  of  nature  on  a  snowy  evening.  When  it  is  getting  dark  and  it  is  snowing,  one 
would  probably  want  to  move  on  to  reach  one's  destination.  But,  there  is  something  in  that 
scenery  which  is  so  awesome  and  beautiful  that  the  rider  seems  to  want  to  stay  and  enjoy  the  love- 
liness around  him.  At  the  same  time,  he  is  aware  that  he  has  to  move  on.  He  says  about  his  horse 
which  probably  represents  his  practical  side: 

My  little  horse  must  think  it  queer 
To  stop  without  a  farmhouse  near 
Between  the  woods  and  frozen  lake 
The  darkest  evening  of  the  year. 

We  don't  know  how  long  the  rider  stayed  and  admired  the  breathtaking  scenery.  The  horse 
reminds  him  that  it  is  time  to  move  on: 

He  gives  his  harness  bells  a  shake 
To  ask  if  there  is  some  mistake 

The  rider  who  is  deeply  absorbed  in  the  scenery  thinks  to  himself: 

The  woods  are  lovely,  dark,  and  deep, 
But  I  have  promises  to  keep 
And  miles  to  go  before  I  sleep 
And  miles  to  go  before  I  sleep. 

After  being  replenished  by  the  beauty  around  him,  the  rider  moves  on. 

Tomorrow  you  will  be  vacating  your  room  in  the  dorm  or  fraternity.  After  getting  into  your  car 
and  switching  on  the  ignition,  you  will  probably  turn  back  for  one  last  look  at  this  beautiful  cam- 
pus. Like  the  rider  on  the  horse,  you  may  not  want  to  leave.  You  had  a  beautiful  life  here  and  you 
would  perhaps  want  to  stay  on.  You  keep  looking  through  the  window  and  hate  to  tear  away  from 
the  familiar  and  secure  surroundings.  But  then  your  car  engine  suddenly  surges  or  you  hear  a  horn 
from  behind.  Then  you  may  recall  Robert  Frost's  beautiful  verse: 

The  woods  are  lovely,  dark  and  deep 
But  I  have  promises  to  keep 
And  miles  to  go  before  I  sleep. 

Farewell  my  friends.  May  God  be  with  you!

Henry  M.  Levin,  a  pioneer  in  the  accelerated 
education  movement,  delivered  the  commence- 
ment address  to  approximately  2 1 0  graduating 
seniors  during  Monmouth  College's  144th  annu- 
al commencement  exercises  on  May  13.  The 
Mother's  Day  ceremonv  began  at  noon  on 
Wallace  HallPlaza.
